UNION'S TINNER CIRCLE 
MADE MURDER A TRADE 


@nd Hired Assassins to Destroy Men 
Who Opposed Plans — Defense 
Bitterly Objected to the 
Scathing Arrignment 
of Haywood by 
Hawley. 


Boise, Idaho, June 4. Through 
James H. Hawley, Senior of the group 
of prosecutors, the state of ldaho to- 
day made the opening statement 
against William D. Haywood, who is 
charged with the murder of Frank 
Steunenberg, testimony by which it 
hopes to prove the indictment  lalé 
against him was then begun, The open- 
ing statement was a sweeping arraign- 
ment of the leaders of the Federation 
of Miners, who were charged with plot- 
ting wholesale murder and hiring as- 
sassins, all in a giant conspiracy of 
vengeance upon those who obstructed 
their way, to destroy opposition by ter- 
rorism, to control the political desti- 
nies of the communities covered by 
their organization and to perpetuate 
their own power with the organization. 

Widspread Conspiracy Alleged. 

It charged a widapread conspiracy 
dating since the North Idaho disturb- 
ance about fifteen years ago aown to 
the murder of Frank Steunenberg, ana 
whose murdered victims by bu’let and 
bomb numbered scores. Hawley de- 
clared that wherever in the mining 
sections of the ccast states the feder- 
ation had been in control there had 
. been left a trail of blood to mark its 
operations. Of the hired assassins, he 
cried: “To them murder became a 
trade, and assassination a means of 
living.” 

As to the general conspiracy, Mr. 
Hawley saia: “I have said, gentlemen, 
‘it. has been part of their object and 
policy to control the. politics of the 
arious sections where they have lived, 


‘where they have existed, where their 


organization, their subordtnate lodges, 
have had control. This conspiracy, this 
collusion, these crimes, this under- 
standing between the leaders of this 
organization, together with some that 
are asociated with them in subord)- 
nate roles, and at other times with 
others on the outside who were neces- 
sarily brought into their confidence, 
has, as I have stated before, caused the 
death and been the real cause of the 
death of Governor Steunenberg. 
They Traded In Blood 

“We will go further and prove, as show- 
ing who is responsible for the murder of 
Frank Stuenemberg, that the leaders of 
thig federation, the men who compose 
the ‘inner circle’ have for more than 
eight years made a record of deeds of 
violence and that their chosen methods 
and course and custom has left a trail 
of bloGdd in the mining sections of this 
entire coast wherein they have had con- 
trol. We will show that the leaders 
who comprise this ‘inner circle’ have 
traded in blood, employed hired assas- 
gins to take life and destroy property 
as their interests seemingly required, 
and as part of their general practice of 
protection have raised, by assessment 
levied upon the members of their order, 
@ large amount of money, as an emer- 
gency fund, and from it not only squan- 
dered large sums of money for their own 
personal purposes and criminal meth- 
ods, but have also from it obtained the 
best legal talent to defend tho@e of their 
number charged with crime.” P 

After repeating the story of the Cald- 
well crime, the arrest and confession of 
Orchard and part of the history of the 
Coeur d'Alene trouble, Mr. Hawley said: 

“The original proposition and the theory 
that the power of this federation, of the 
‘inner circle,’ at least, could best be per- 
petuated by the murfler Wf those who 
in official life or in private station, ran 
counter to their interests, became in- 
tensified seemingly after these gentle 
men assumed the entire control. 
Beale of Wages for Different Crimes. 


“The ‘inner circle’ composed, as it was, 
of this defendant and his co-defendants, 
to a great extent brought around them 
a few choice spirits and to them mur- 
der became a trade and assassination a 
means of living. We will show, gen- 
tlemen, that a scale of wages, even, was 
devised fixing the amount to be paid for 
different crimes by this ‘inner circle’ 
to parties who committed those crimes 
and chief among those who were doing 
the actual work that was planned by the 
‘inner circle’ was this man to whom 1! 
have ‘referred, Harry Orchard, and one 
‘Stephen Adams.’ ”’ 

Coungel for the defense opened fire 
before Hawley had proceeded ten min- 
utes and the repetition of objections 
from them led to three or four sharp 
exchanges. They protested against the 
charge that the federation was guilty of 
“scores of murders,”’ and the assertion 
that “‘the conspiracy extended back to 
the first trouble in Idaho,’" years be- 
fore the accused wag a member of the 
organization, and they accused Mr. Haw- 
ley of arguing the case in an opening 
statement. They dotted the records 
with exceptions, of over-ruled objections, 
and finady got an agreement whereby 
they could protect their rights as to 
the entire opening statement. 

Eight Witnesses Examined. 

Bight witnesses were examined and 
there would have ,been fime for three 
or four mere if thé available supply o- 
the state had not unexpectedly run out, 
enforcing an edjournment shortly after 
three o'clock. The witnesses today were 
all from Caldwell and those who did not 
tell of the crime itself were called to 
locate Harry Orchard, who went to the 
town ag Thomas Hogan, at various 
hotes, and around the Steunenberg home, 
and to ghow that two months ‘defore the

HUSBAND ORDERED HELD 
ON SUIT FOR ALIMONY

liam Frederic Englebert Schmidtz, 
erstwhile musician and bookkeepper, em- 
ployed at the Conservatory of Music in 
the old Leyjden mansion, next door to 
the governor's mansion, upon a ne exeat 
writ to prevent his departure from the 
state of Georgia, that he may be forced 
to meet his wife’s claim for alimony in 
her divorce sult filed contemporaneously 
with the application for alimony and the 
ne exeat writ. 

The crder for the arrest was caused 
by the application of his wife, Mrs. Ra- 
che] N, Schmidtg, the petition being pre- 
sented to Judge Pendleton yesterday aft- 
ernoon by her attorney, Frank M. 
Hughes, Mrs. Schmidtzg sets forth a string 
of complaints against her husband, many 
of which are very salty and stinging. 

Miss Schmidtz is an Atlanta girl, who 
was married to her German: lord Apri 
22, 1896, and they have one child, a 
little girl four and a half years old, 
Pachel Narcissus Schmidtz. She alleges 
that he received $1,450 from relatives in 
German yrecently, which he spent in 
riotous living, refusing to support his 
wife and child, threatening to murder 
them both, and on one occasion boasted 
that he was armed and threatened to an- 
nihilate the entire premises. 

Several times, she averred, she had to 
bar the doors to protect herself. She 
says he drove her from home ang snel- 
ter without even car fare and she had 


to appeal to friends for temporary lodg- 
ings. 
Heir to Two Estates. 

She asserts that he hag’ recently fallen 
heir to a large estate situated in Lipp- 
stadt, Germany, province of Westphalia. 
This estate comes from his sister, 
Amalia Sophie Schmidtz, who died on 
the !Oth of April, near Lippstadt, Ger- 
many. This estate amounts to many 
thousands of dollars. 

Furthermore, she sets out that her hus- 
band also inherits an estate from his 
father and mother; that this inherit- 
ance, or his coming into possession of 
it, was dependent upon the marriage 
or death of his sister, Amatia Sophie, 
and that she died without marriage or 
issue. 

That her husband received a commu- 
nication from Germany relative to both 
of these estates, and has executed power 
of attormmey and forwarded the same to 
the proper authorities for the punpose of 
collecting and getting possession of the 
money and properties which he has in- 
herited, amounting to over $75,000. 

She charges that soon after getting 
the communication he discarded her, and 
by threats ejected and drove her from 
his home, and that his purpose then 
and now is, to collect the estate and 
leave the jurisdiction of the court here 
and place himself and his property in 
such a oondition as that she and her 
child will not be able to share in it as 
they rightfully -and legally should. 

Judge Pendleton will pass upon the 
merits of the complaint on June !5, the 
musical husband in the meantime being 
required to give a $2,000 bond.

A cablegiam received in Atlanta yes-' 
terday from China announced the 
Geath of Rev. Young J. Allen, one of 
the world’s most noted missionaries. 
for more than forty years he led the 
missionary endeavor of the Orient and 
tushed forward with more determina- 
tion and success than any man who 
ever lived to labor in missionary en- 
acavors. 

He was a native Georgian and was 
born in Burke. county. At the time 
of his death he was about 72 years 
‘f age. He is survived by a large 
.amily—a wife and six children. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Dr. Young J. Allen was born seventy- 
two years ago in Burke county, Geor- 
gia. Having been left an orphan early: , 
in boyhood, he was educated by an uncle 
and graduated at Emory college. Oxford, 
in the clasg of 1858. The following De- 
cember he joined the Methodist confer- 
ence at Columbus, was commissioned as 
a missionary to China and sailed the fo?- 
lowing spring for Shanghal. 

In that city Dr. Allen’s work was prin- 
Clpally educational in feature. Though 
not minimizing the evangelical side of 
missionary work, his immediate labors 
were with the upper class of the Chi- 
nese. It was he who originally projected 
the famous Anglo-Chinese college at 
Shanghai and who was largely instrumen- 
tal in founding the Society for the Dit- 
fusion of Christian and General Knowl- 
edge at the same place. Besides his 
missionary enterprise, Dr. Aller was a 
prolific and forceful writer. He was the 
author of over one hundred books. 

He married Miss Mary Houston, of 
south Georgia, having become engaged 
to her While.she was a student at 
Wesleyan college, Macon, and he a stu- 
dent at Oxford. 

Edgar Allen, one of the sons, is a 
judge in "ien-tsin, China, where has has 
a connectién with the legal department 
of the government. Arthur H. Allen is in 
the United States government service at 
Shanghai. He married Miss Jessie Prior, 
daughter of G. 8S. Prior, the well known 
wholesale grocer of Atlanta. Mrs. Allen 
wag in Atlanta last year. 

The daughters are Mrs. Mary Turner, 
of New York; Misses Alice and Ethel 
Allen, who live in Shanghai, and Sirs. 
Melite Loher, wife of a missionary, who 


Jalso lives in Shanghai. 


Last Appearance in Atlanta. 

On his trip to America about a year 
ago he came to Atlanta and spoke at 
Trinity Methodist church.

* San Francisco, Cal., June 4.—The jury 
was completed this afternoon for the 
trial of Mayor Eugene Schmitz on four 
of the five indictments returned agaist 
bim by which he is accused jointly with 
Abraham Ruef of having extorted from 
Joseph Malfanti $1,175, as the first in- 
Stallment of a $5,000 annual bribe to 
secure to the French restaurant keep- 
érs of San Francisco their licenses to 
sel! liquor. 

‘ Judge Dunne, upon motion of the pros- 
ecution and over the deterfMhined and 
spirited objection of the defense, form- 
ally disqualified Sheriff Thomag O'Neil 
and Coroner William Walsh, as unfitted 
by personal bias to perform any court 
functions in connection with the trial 
and appointed William J. Biggy as elisor 
to have charge of the jury until a ver- 
dict has been rendered or a disagree- 
ment reached. 

Shortly after adjournment of court, Mr. 
Biggy, who for some months past haé 
been Ruef's jailor, marched the jury to 
the St. Franceg hotel, where the twelve 
men will be kept under lock and key 
during the time they are not sitting in 
court. Judge Dunne has decided that 
the jurors snall have no newspapers to 
read until all articles relating to 4ee case 
has been conserved; they may receive no 
mail nor may they be communicated wiih 
by their families except under the scru- 
tiny of the elisor.

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INVOKING THE TECHNICALITY. 


There is another healthy sign of the times and of recognition of the 
growing demand for public justice, irrespective of wealth and influence, in the 
action of the United States circuit court of appeals at New Orleans in re- 
fusing a new trial on purely technica] grounds to Benjamin D. Greene and 
John F. Gaynor, convicted in Georgia of conspiracy in defrauding the fed- 
eral government on harbor contracts to the extent of several million doliars, 
and sentenced to serve four years in the penitentiary, in addition to paying 
fines aggregating more than $500,000. 

Through appeals to legal technicality from the moment of their first 
arrest, through employment of able and energetic eounsel, who omitted no 
point which might give them advantage; through the power of wealth and 
influence, they have escaped for seven years the punishment which hes at 
last been pronounced upon them ‘and which the appellate court now says 
must stand. Evidently they miscalculated the unremitting .ehergy, per- 
sistence ard | determination of the man whom the government detailed to 
bring them to justice, for in Marion Erwin wid found an antagonist who 
never lets go. 

Despite their enforced detention as the result of their own acts in ignor- 
ing their bonds and placing themselves beyond the jurisdiction of the United 
States, necessitating long and sometimes dovudtful extradition proceedings, 
hedged about with the quintessence of technicality, there is no doubt that 
Greene and Gaynor wil] take advantage of every remaining opportunity to 
defeat the ends of justice. With the announcement of the appellate court’s 
adverse decision comes immediate notice that appeal will be taken to the 
supreme court of the United States, where the case‘can only go with the con- 
sent of the former court or by mandamus order from the latter. Entertain- 
ment of this second appeal lies wholly in the discretion of the judges of these 
two courts, but that therein the convicted men still see hope there can be 
no doubt. _ 

The mass of legal technicality that has Moos summoned to the aid of 
these two men, witnessed in records so voluminous that they had to be 
hauled into the courtroom on trucks, is something appalling. Yet it has been 
insufficient to cloud the minds or obscure the legal reasoning of two great 
courts which have pronounced them —: the judgments of which cannot, 
in reason, be questioned 

It is just this principle of getting at the justice of a case, despite the 
cloud of ‘technicality that is cast over it through the power of wealth~or 
influence or both, that The Constitution has urged and commended. It is 
one of the great bulwarks of society. 

As a marked contrast to the Greene and Gaynor case, in which the prin- 
cipals have been convicted of misappropriating’ millions, yesterday’s press 
dispatches carried the story of a young woman who sought to swell a Balti- 
more church fund by raising a $10 national bank note to $100, and who upon 
entering a plea of guilty in the United States court was sentenced to a term 
of five years at hard labor in the penitentiary: She made $90 by the trans- 
action, or tried to, while the men convicted of defrauding the government 
of millions invoke unending technicality to avoid four-year terms. 

Justice sometimes takes peculiar turns, for which there seems to be no 
accounting, except the almost infinite variation of the human mind. But it isa 
matter for congratulation that the latter-day administration of it shows a 
more marked tendency toward equality, if not as to the hugeness of the crime, 
at least as to gradual disappearance of distinction between perpetrators. 
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The president at least can't accuse 
Dr. Long of being a mollycoddle.

GETTING WHAT COTTON IS WORTH.

Twelve cents was the price to which the man who produced the cotton 
was entitled. Various developments, some within, some without his power 
to influence, prevented him from getting it. The manipulations of market 
gamblers, the spreading of false reports regarding the size and condition of 
the crop, occasional leakages and inaccuracies in the government’s estimates 
were contributory factors. 

One that must be reckoned with as of primary importance is the credit 
system prevailing in the cotton-growing sections. Farmers who had borrowed 
money from bankers, who had obtained supplies from merchants on credit, and 
who had involved themselves with other obligations maturing early in the 
season, were compelled to put their cotton on the market regardless of 
whether the price then quoted represented the actual value of the staple. 

The one flaw in the southern industrial] system which deprives the grower 
of the price which the world ultimately pays for the staple, which is its 
equitable and actual value, and which is reaped as an unearned bonus in 
many cases by foreign and domestic buyers, is the inability of the farmer 
to hold his product until such time as the purchaser is willing to pay its 
bona fide valuation. 

The solution to this problem lies in the bonded warehouse system upon 
which the Farmers’ Union is now industriously and energetically at work. 
‘There must be some provision made for issuing negotiatiable receipts for the 
cotton which the farmer intrusts to their keeping. These receipts, on 
which a percentage of the value of the cotton represented will be willingly 
advanced, will enable the farmer to discharge the more pressing of his debts 
and hold his crop for the figure to which the spinners’ and the consumers’ 
needs entitle him. 

The proposition is, essentially, one of plain business logic.

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RAILROAD COMMISSION’S OPPORTUNITY. 


The railroad commission is confronted by an opportunity to do some- 
thing substantial for the people of Georgia. 

Today .the commisison will meet with the intention and the hope of 
reaching a final decision in the matter of Georgia passenger rates, in which 
a reduction has been asked by officers of fhe Farmers’ Union, representing 
over 60,000 farmers in the state. There is scarcely any problem of trans- 
portation which comes closer home to the whole people than this. 

It has been determined beyond question that the commission is going to 
order reductions in the prevailing passenger rates in the state. The people 
want these reductions; they feel, under prevailing conditions, that they are en- 
titled to them. 

But the people do not want a remedy which would be almost, if not 
quite, as bad as the disease. 

They do not want a complex zone system with a varying scale of rates, 
under which the purchaser of a ticket has to make two or three separate and 
distinct calculations to find out what he must pay, and when he has done it, 
to wonder if he has not got it wrong, after all. 

What they do want is a flat rate fixed upon each line in the state, tak- 
ing its earning power as a basis, and applicable to its entire mileage. 

If there are any railroads in the state whose earnings show they can 
Stand a flat 2-cent rate, let that rate be fixed for the entire line, from one 
end of it to the other. Where it is considered that a reduction to 21 cents 
is sufficient, let that be the rate from terminus to terminus. And so it should 
be with those lines considered entitled to charge 3 cents a mile. 

This is what the people have asked for, it is what they want and it is 
within the power of the railroad commission to give it to them today. 

Will the commission take advantage of the opportunity that confronts it? 
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It may be only a coincidence that 
every warning of the president against 
race suicide ts followed by an over- 
whelming crop of twins, triplets and 
cuadruplets.

be at Jamestown to add interest to the 
occasion. At this time the handsome 
silver service, which the people of the 
State have given, will be presented to 
the new battleship. 

Portrait of Governor Brown. 

A splendid crayon portrait of the late 
Governor Joseph E. Brown, handsomely 
framed in gilt, has been presented to 
the state by Mrs. E. L. Connally, Gov- 
ernor Brown's daughter. Underneath 
this Gprtrait, which will be hung in the 
executive office, along with the  por- 
traits of other Georgia governors, _in- 
cluding all who have served since the 
war, is inscribed Governor Brown's well 
known political history. He was state 
senator, i849-650; presidential elector, 
1652; judge of the superior court, |855-

Washington, June 4.—The crop report- 
ing board of the bureau of statistics of 
the department of agriculture, after care- 
ful consideration of replies to supple- 
mentary inquiries, 
investigations of the correspondents and 
agents of the bureau of statistics and the 
report of the bureau of the census on 
cotton production in 1906, finds that the 
estimate made on June 4, 1906, of the 
acreage planted to cotton in 1906 was too 
low and in order to bring the figures as 
near as possible to the actual facts, the 
board, after considering all the evidence 
on the subject, hase made certain adjust- 
ments and revisions in the report of 
June 4, 1906, which show that the area 
planted in 1906 was aibout 32,049,000 
acres. 

From reports of the correspondents and 
agents, the crop reporting board finds 
the total area planted and to be planted 
to cotton in the United States this year 
(1907) to be about the same as the area 
planted last year (1906); that is, 32,060,- 
000 acres planted or to be planted this 
year (1907) as compared with 32,049,000 
acres, which was found fo have been 

planted last year. The average condition 
of the growing crop on May 28 wag 70.5, 
compared with 84.6 per cent and 77.2 
per cent at the corresponding dates in 
1906 and 19065, respectively, and a ten- 
year average of 83.6 per cent.

Attorney for Battle Seeks to 
Show Self-Defense 


PROSECUTION’S EVIDENCE 


Is All In, In Case of Thomas Battle, 
Charged With Killing of D. M. 
Berry—Sought to Show Build. 
ing Belonged to Con. 
tractors. 


Macon, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—All the 
evidence for the prosecution in the mur- 
der charge against Thomas Battle was 
put in today and just at the hour fer 
adjournment John R. Cooper outlined his 
case before the jury from the viewpoint 
of the defense. The ‘striking features 
were the damaging testimony offered by 
the witnesses against the prisoner 
charged with the killing of DB. M. Berry. 
No one sworn faltered or moved in pre- 
senting the testimony from that offered 
at the hearing on May !6 before Coroner 
Young. Dr. W. J. Little, who made the 
professional examination of the dead 
body; B. J. Hunt, a white employee on 
the federal building; Superintendent Mag- 
gin and Superintendent Alexander Blum- 
berg were the strong witnesses among 
the white men who were on the scene of 
the killing. The negro employees, Berry 
Jones and Thomag James, were also used 
by the prosecution. Both these present- 
ed a graphic account of the incident, il- 
lustrating to the jury with an trons rod 
how it was used by Battle in delivering 
the alleged death blows. 


During the examination of the wit- 
nesses for the government Attorney 
Cooper made several efforts to show by 
the superintendents that the Sullding now 
in course of construction does not be- 
jong to the government, but to Mankin 
& Co., the contractors. He was vigor- 
oug in his cross-examination, and the 
case moved slowly through this part 
while he was making apparent efforts 
to find gome escape for the accused man.

The accused man has hed wide 
scope and every reasonable opportunity 
to present his side of the case wp to 
the present and the future testimony will 
all be offered on the plea of self-déee- 
fense.

STOVE RATES 
STILL HELD UP 


Southern Railway Takes Ap- 
peal to United States 
Supreme Court.

Chief Justice William H. Fish, of the 
Supreme court of Georgia, has sanc- 
tioned a writ applied for by attorneys 
for the Southern Railway Company, 
under which an geppeal will be taken 
from the Ceorgia court’s decision in 
the stove rate case to the supreme, 
court of the United Staets. 

The state supreme court's decision | 
upheld the enforcement of the reduced | 
tates on stoves fixed in the railroad | 
commission's circular No. 309, and held 
(nat a shipper was entitled to a writ 
of mandamus to compel the railroad 
company to accept shipments of stdves 
at the rates therein laid down. 

At the time the decision was rendered 
there was rending in the United States 
circuit court in Atlanta an_ée injunc- 
tion against this very stove rate cir- 
cular, so that {it would not have gone 
into effect under the state supreme 
court’s finding. The principal point in 
the decision .was that upholding the 
right of the shipper to a writ of man- 
damus to compel a transportation com- 
pany to accept for’ transportation 
freight at the rates prescribed by the 
legally constituted authorities. It is | 
claimed, too, that thé rate sprescribed 
in this circular were confiscatory. 

Before the writ of error to the su- 
preme court of the United States was 
granted, the Southern railway was re- 
quired to give a bond of $10,000 to 
inéemnify shippers against any loss 
that may be sustained through their 
continuing to pay the old rates. It 
ts expected the superior court of Ful- | 
ton county, before which these cases 
were first tried, will be asked to re- 
quire the other railroads involved, and 
against which mandamus was asked, to 
sive bonds in like amount for the pur- 
pose of protecting the rights of the 
ehippers.

TO FIX RATES 


Railroad Commission Hopes 
to Ceme to Final Decision 
in Passenger Matter. 


Whether a flat .2-cent rate shall be 
fixed upon the Atlanta and West Point, 
the Western and Atiantic, and the Geor- 
Sia railroad, is the main question in dis- 
pute which will cenfront the state rail- 
road commission when it meets today 
to come to some fina] determination of 
the matter of passenger rates for Geor-. 
gia. 

Two of the commissioners are deter- 
mined upon this question, but, it seems, 
in opposite directions, one holding that 
these roads, which show the highest 
earning power of any rallroad properties 
In the state, should be given a flat 2- 
cent rate, the other contending that 
they should go into the class with the 
other large and profitable systems, such 
as the Southern, the Central of Georgia, 
and the Seaboard Air Line. According 
to indications it may be necessary for 
the other member of the board to decide 
this point one way or the other, and 
when that is done it is believed’ the 
commission will have no further trouble 
in drawing and passing its passenger 
rate order. 

There is also some contention as to 
the advisability of adoptimg the proposed 
zone system of fixing passenger fares, 
of which the foregoing dispute involving 
@ flat 2-cent rate for the roads named, 
is the outgrowth. On the one hand it is 
urged that the zone system is cumber- 
some, involved and undesirable; on the 
other it Is claimed that it would be the 
most equitable from every standoint.

Severe Break Fololws Publication 
ef Acreage and Condition—Close 
Was Steady at Decline of 14a

New York, June 4.—The cotton mar- 
ket was active and excited today with 
fluctuations broad and erratic as 4 
result of the first government crop 
report of the season, which was fol- 
lowed by a very severe break in pri¢es 
and a sharp rally in the later trading. 
The close was steady at a net decline 
of i4 to 22 points. Sales were esti- 
mated at 800,000 bales. 

The opening was barely steady at a 
decline of 2@5 points tn response to 
disappointing cables, better weather 
in the south and a report from a prom- 
inent authority estimating an increase 
of 4.82 in the area which seemed to 
shake the confidence of some of the 
more timid longs in their expectations 


of a very bullish government report)” 


at midday. At any rate the market 
gradually eased off under liquidation 
in spit of support of the near months 
by strong spot interests and very 
bullish private crop reports from the 
south and before the government re- 
port was published, prices showed a 
net loss of about 20 or 25 points on 
the active months. The report showing 
@ condition of 70.5 per cent and an 
area of 32,060,000 acres appeared to be 
misunderstood at first glance and was 
immediately followed by a very sharp 
further decline in the price which 
carried the new crop months to a net 
loss of about 40@47 points. July was 
relatively firm, declining only 29 
points net lower and as soon as the 
report was better understood the mar- 
ket rallied quite sharply on covering 

shorts and strong bull support. 
July recovered to within 2 or 3 points 
of the previous day and the new crop 
sold within 10 or I! points within yes- 
terday but eased off again toward the 
close, under renewed liquidation. The 
weekly weather report was bullish. 
Southern spot markets generally were 
firm, and unchanged.

Chicago, June 4.—Wheat prices broke | 
3c per bushel here today because of gen- 
eral liquidation on favorable weather for 
the crop, ‘both in Ewrope and America, 
The September delivery was down /%, 
while the July option showed a net loss 
of 1%@1%c.- July corn’ was ‘up %@*%C. 
Oats were off %@kc. Provisions were 
2%4@7%c higher. 

The feature of trading in the wheat pit 
Wag the unloading of large lines held by 
several of the leading bulls, their total 
sales for the day being estémated be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 bushels. 
These longg had apparently. become dis- 
couraged by the continued favorabie 
weather and decided to throw overboard 
their lines of wheat. Selling from this 
source was in evidence when trading be- 
gan and the initial quotations showed 
losses ranging from %@% to |I%c com- 
pared with the closing price of yester- 
day. Commission houseg were loaded up 
with stop loss orders, many of which 
were reported on the opening decline. The 
execution of these orders sent prices 
down still further. In addition to the 
weather condition ,a decline of more than 
id at Liverpool depressed the market 
here. The weakness of the wheat market 
was caused by better crop conditions in 
eastern Hurope. During the last hour 
prices rallied ic from the low point of 
the day. The close was fairly steady.
